There is a severe penalty imposed 
by law upon anyone who wilfully re- 
moves or tampers with survey monu 
ments hut the loss to the owner and 
to the community generally is just 
the same whether the survey is lost 
wilfully or just through neglect of 
ordinary precautions to preserve it.

ADENOIDS 


During the summer months, the 
Symptons caused by adenoids are not 
as roticeable as in winter. They are 
referred to now because this is an op 
portune time for having them atten- 
ded tc 

Adenoids are tumour-——like growths 
that develop in the passage between 
the nose and throat. Very young chil 
dren may have adenoids. The major- 
ity of cases occur in children from 
cighteen months to six years of age 

Tke presence of adenoids usually 
caures what is apparently a chronic 
cold in the head, with a great deal 
of cischarge from the nose. These 
symptoms, with snuffles occur dur- 
ing the winter season. Cough is fre- 
ou:..tly associated with the condition 

If the growths, are large, the child 
will be a mouth-breather breathing 
through the mouth day and night, be 
carse the natural breathing space 
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through the nose is blocked. This 
gives rise to snoring 

In advanced cases, the child has a 
characteristic appearance of the faca 
The open mouth gives a stupid ex- 
pression the nostrils are small and 
pinched, the upper lip is thickened. 
The voice may have a nasal twang. 
The hearing may ‘be impaired. Bed- 
wetting may be part of the symptoms 

Complete removal is the only treat 
ment for adenoids of any severity 

Parents who have been advised by 
their physician to have an adenoid 
condition corrected in their child 
should do so. Parents who show evi- 
dence of adenoids, as_ described, 
should have the children examined 
to find out the condition. The treat- 
ment of such a condition is advised 
because ‘it interferes with the normal 
development of the child, lowers his 
level of physical fitness and, if severe 
‘results in a permanent deformity of 
the mouth and face.

Often the disease is precipitated by 


Features of the Disease 

The course of the disease is from 
three to ten days, the period of con- 
valescence being ushered in by a deep 
sleep which lasts many hours. Often 
it leads to the death of the subject. 
Or the patient fails to entirely recover 
his mental faculties and passes into 
a state of permanent mental and 
physical disability 

The patient with delirium tremens 
is generally a busy individual. He 
usually talks incessantly. He gets out 
1of bed frequently to do some fancied 
detail of his customary occupation 
to escape from some of his imagin- 
ary tormentors, to pick up an object 
which he imagines is lying on the 
floor and so on. He sleeps little, if at 
|all. He is more restless during the 
| night than the day He refuses food 

He has all sorts of terrifying hal- 
lucinations He sees loathsome 
| mals, from which he struggles to 
; escape. Often are fantastic 
reptiles, which accounts for the popu 
lar name borne by the disease “the 
| Snakes” Hallucinations may be sug- 
gested-—the patient may be given an 
imaginary thread which he will wrap 
, carefully around his finger. He may 
experience a crawling sensation on 
his leg and on looking imagines he 
eves a mouse or an insect 

The delirium is often of an occu- 
pational kind The patient thinks he 
is in his usual place of employment 
He goes through the motions con- 
nected with his work and all his 
talk is concerning his occupation.

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MATERNITY 
NEGLECTED IS 
PITIABLE 


Canada’s maternal death rate is 
something like four per day for each 
day of the year. For a population of 
less than 10,000,000 this is undoubt- 
edly a high average, especially when 
it ‘is understood that Canadians con- 
gratulate themselves on being in the 
van of civilization, says the Calgary 
Herald 

Well intentioned people are sug- 
gesting that government should come 
to the rescue. Quite properly it is 
urged that conservation of the lives 
of our own people is at least as im- 
portant as is the attracting of new 
immigration. Among suggestions for 
government ‘action are prohibition of 
employment of women in industrial, 
commercial and agricultural work 
for stated critical periods, grants for 
mothers needing assistance financial 
aid for’ hospitals in rural districts 
and for clinics and district nurses 

It is quite possible that government 
might do something to improve the 
conditions complained of and gener- 
ally deplored. It is quite impossible 
that anything government might do 
would bring about the degree of bet- 
terment which is possible if the wo- 
men who are personally interested 
choose to use their intelligence 

Like any other business the busi- 
ness of maternity calls for under- 
undertaken with- 
out exercise of understanding such 
as the average Canadian woman pos- 
sesses, but frequently neglects to ex- 
ercise not all the laws passed or 
money spent by government will 
remedy the unfavorable situation

ROOT DISEASES 


OF CEREAL CROPS: 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Diseases which affect the roots of 
{cereal plants are commonly referred 
to as root or foot rots. This _ brief 
article deals only with that type caus 
ed by fungi (molds) When wheat, 
oats, barley and such grains germin- 
ate the seed sends out several very 
fine roolets which make up the pri- 
mary or first root system. Later, a 
secondary root system forms near 
the surface of the soil. During the 
early days of the seedling’s develop- 
ment it obtains most of its nourish- 
ment from the first roots. When the 


secondary roots are established, till- 
er formation or branching takes place 
Throughout this early period root rot 
diseases may become established. Cer 
tain molds, which live in the soil, 
will attack the first rootlets as they 
appear and cut off the supply of nour 


ishment from the seedling. If the at- 
i tack is very severe the seedling may 
uot reach the surface or will die soon 
after. During a dry spell the secon- 
dary or surface roots will have diffi- 
culty in taking hold and very often 
| the first rootlets will be killed before 
the secondary roots can take up their 
share of nourishing the plants. In 
such cases the plant dies or is per- 
manently injured. When molds enter 
the crown region the tiller or brancna 
buds are. killed, so that the plant can 
not stool properly, the result may be 
a plant with a single shoot instead 
of three or four.
